Ed. BulUtin: According to promise, I 
have undertaken to write you another 
letter. LaSt Sunday we took the steamer 
Champion and ofbSMsd the Delaware 
river to Camden. )ye tlien took the 
seven a. m. train for' Attomic Cltf, and 
arrived there at nine a. m* Yhen we 
proceeded to the bWeh to pay our re- 
spects to Neptune. The weather was 
just cool enough to be pleasant. This 
wis one of the grandest sights that I 
ever witnessed.. It was indeed a xrand 
sight to watcli the breakers roll in (jii the 
beach, and the roaring which they pro- 
duce can be heard for some dlHtance. 
When the sea is rouith the breakers rm- 
to tiie height of ten feet. The sand 
alont; the beach is white and numerous 
shells and sea moss is woslied upon the 
beui h by the tide. The watei^here is 
shoal for aome distanoa ont so that no 
vessel esn vtnture any i.earer than 
one'raHe from the shore, but we noticed 
fur out nnnierons sailing viss 'Is and two 
or three steamers. At this place there 
are three piers which project out into the 
sea at the distance of one thousand feet. 
<)(it on tlieKL' piers telescopes can -be ob- 
tained, and there you can see for a great 
distance out on tli'e ocean. South Atlan- 
tic City to about five miles from Atlantic 
City. At this place there to a hotel 
built in the form of an elephant, which 
is a great curio.<)ity, and is called the Ele- 
phant Hotel. Mr. Karnes, the proprie- 
tor, is a kfentlenian of the old school, and 
understands lnov tu keep a tir.st-class 
hotel. After din.ier and a re.»t, we took 
another stroll along the bead), and 
amused ourbelves some time in gather- 
ing shells and sea moss. We returned 
to the hotel about half-past four o'clock, 
and after a short rest boarded the train 
and arrived at Camden at seven p. m.« 
aud took the Oceania and crossed over to 
Philadelphia. 

On -Monday we visited Girard College. 
This is Situated on Ki Ige avenue aixl 
College Place. ( )n entering we presented 
our tickets to the (Joor-keeper, and then 
we proceede«i to the main building. This 
is built of whi;e marble in the Cirecian 
style, and contains fourteen school 
rooms.

We 
then went uj)on the roof of the hiiiMiiii.', 
and from this point we ha<l a ^o mI viets 
of the city. Tiien, on passinif out of 
this building, we proceede^l to the Cliap- 
el, where services are held twice a dav. 
Tins building is made of white marble 
also. After leaving here we vis- 
ited the boys' plsy-gronnd. This 
inolosure contains four acres. After leav- 
ing here we went into the dining room and 
dormitory. Here everything is furnish- 
ed the stholais in the way of f land 

d'lthinir. There are in this institution 
1,1(M) schdluis, twenty-five teachers and 
three lootessors. There are altogether 
sixteen hiiildings, all of while marble. 

On Tuestlay we visited the Masonic 
remj)le situated at the corner of Broad 
auil Fill>ert streets. This to one of the 
finest and largest bulldinn of the kind 
in the United States. The rooms on the 
first floor are used ns committee rooms. 
The first one we entered w as St. Joim's 
Connnandery No. 4. In thi-< room there 
was a lovely banner with liu- motto on 
it •' Be Thoii F..itl'ful I'nto Death."

precious stones. This room alsocont ins 
a hiive iihrary. On a^ceniiin;: to the 
sccoinl siory we were aoniitteil into the 
Ciiaptei room. This room is Intnd.-^omely 
furnished witii costly furniture. Then 
on leaving this room we proceeded to 
the Grand Lotige room or blue room. 
This room to also furnished handsomely. 
From here we went into the Norman 
Hall. This is furnished after the ancient 
style of tlie Normoiis. Then we went 
into Egyptian Mali. This is ftirnisheil 
after the style of the K;:ypti.in>. A-n'inl- 
Ing to the tliircl stoiy we enteii'd the 
Kniijht Templar.s' Hall. This room is 
furnished with costly and elegant furni- 
ture. After leaving here we visited the 
Academy of Fine Arts. This to entered 
on Broad above Arch and contains 
Oany valuable and costly paintings some 
of wbtoh were on exhibition at the 
Centennial bniMinj: in IST'i. It also con- 
tains some very tine st.it u.iry in mariile 
anil hri)n/.e.
